'It. is recom­ 
mended

md diagnose all outbreaks of dis­ 
ease and control all outbreaks 
of 
log cholera and encourage volun­ 
tary quarantine pleasures and clean 
and disinfect the farms. 
“It is also recommended that the 
intelligent use of anti-hog cholera 
serum be practiced in infected 
and 
exposed herds; 
“That all 
the 
thrifty 
breeding 
ewes and ewe lambs be retained on 
the farms in order that the number 
of sheep and 
the 
supply of wool 
may be increased, and that the es­ 
tablishment of new7 flocks should be 
encouraged wherever conditions are 
suitable; 
“That 
forage 
crops 
for sheep, 
such as rape alone, 
rape in corn, 
oats and corn fields and rough pas­ 
ture lands be utilized to the fullest 
extent. 
Many 
farms 
in Indiana 
have sufficient feed going to waste 
annually in the stubble fields, the 
corn fields, fence corners and else­ 
where to maintain a nice 
flock of 
ewes. 
“The prevention 
and control 
of 
parasites and the control of dogs is 
strongly urged at this time. 
These 
are the 
greatest 
enemies 
of the 
sheep industry. 
Frequent 
changes 
and fresh pasture will do much to 
control the pdrasites. 
A full real­ 
ization of the damage w7bieh dogs 
do the flocks of the state 
and the 
united community effort to control 
them and rid the» community of un­ 
necessary dogs will prevent much of 
the damage they do.” 
The 
following 
recommendations 
are made regarding horses: 
* “Proper feeding and care 
during 
the heavy w7ork season 
is very im­ 
portant. 
Many farms are short 
of 
horse power and 
still 
others are 
showing a scarcity of feed. 
This 
means decreased efficiency in horses 
on our jhirms. 
“It is recommended that farmers 
be urged to breed a large number 
of mares this year in order to in­ 
sure an increasing 
horse 
supply 
later. \ Only sound mares and pure 
bred stallions should be used. 
‘fit is recommended » that 
every 
young colt should be carefully look­ 
ed after at foaling time and pro 
perly fed so as to produce good 
growth during the first season.” 
In regard to cattle the committee 
says: 
“It is recommended that all good 
beef calves be retained on 
farms 
this year. Farmers are urged to pro 
vide suitable 
pasture and forage 
crops so as to insure good growth 
and care during the summer.
